rearming and at the same time 
trying to prevent Europe drifting 
"toward the cataract of war" by 
means of frank 
talks with the 
leaders of Italy and Germany.

"I have to deal with a world In 
which distatorships exist. I have 
no\ interest In other systems of 
government except Insofar as they 
react on other countries.

what Is all Important to me be- 
cause It Is the root of my political 
creed—that Is, Individual liberty."

Boggs said he saw the 


plane "coming down in a long 
slant," the motor 
stopped, 
and 


one wheel struck the hlghline bor- 
dering a highway where Hotch- 
klss apparently intended to land. 
The highway. No. 9, runs through 
the oil field, about eight miles 
west of the city. 


Pilot Killed Instantly. 
Hotchklss died immediately af- 


ter he had been removed from the

WALLACE'S MARKET QUOTA PLAN 


WASHINGTON. March 6.—W)— 
Reports of mounting opposition In 
the cotton belt to Secretary Wal- 
lace's proposal to apply marketing 
quotas to the 1938 cotton 
crop 
aroused concern a the agriculture 
department today. 


The proposal will be submitted 


to more than two million cotton 
growers in 19 states at a referen- 
dum March 12. To become effec- 
tive. It must, be approved by tw;o- 
thlrd of the farmers voting. 


The department ordered one of 
Its top-ranking officials—I. W. Dug- 
gan, director of the southern divis- 
ion of the agricultural adjustment 
administration — to Texas for a 
series of speeches next week. Dug- 
gan was to stress the advantages 
which the department says cotton 
growers would derive from the 
quota system. 


Under Wallace's 
proposal, 
the 
sales of cotton would be limited to 
about 11,000.000 bales. Growers sell- 
Ing more than their marketing 
quota would be subject to a penalty 
tax of two cents a pound and loss 
of subsidy payments. 


Wallace estimated that the sur- 


plus cotton on hand when growers 
start gathering 
their

crop 


would be at least 12,000,000 bales- 
sufficient, the officials said, to sup- 
ply normal needs for a whole year. 
Duggan sairi opposition to the 


quota appeared strongest In Texan 
and Oklahoma, where one of the 
factors was fear that foreign mar- 
kets might he lost.

in 


America to make a good-sized army. 


All nations employ agents to try 


to ferret out the secrets of other 
countries. Yes, this includes our 
own United States, or at least it 
has In the past. 


I was well acquainted with one 
American secret agent abroad—a 
brilliant and very charming wo- 
man. She got spotted while operat- 
ing in an European country and all 
but lost her life. 


She escaped, but her usefulness 
to Washington was ended. She was 
a 
reserved, mild-mannered little 


lady, as lively and fragile as a prim- 
rose—a very deceptive make-up, for 
she coupled cleverness with the 
fighting heart of a tigress. 


The employment of spies proba- 


bly strikes the average person as 
being unethical, but universal cus- 
tom condones it. The real sin is 
on the secret agent's on head, whan 
he gets caught. And he Is the one 
who has t6 "pay," very often with 
his life. 


The profession of spying Is one 


of the most dangerous there Is. 
Hunting lions In the jungle Is no 
more hazardous to life. The firing 
squad and the head-man's ax take 
their regular toll In Europe and 
the Orient. The, prisons get a lot. 
I encountered some ex-spies eating 
their hearts out on the notorious 
Devil's Island when I visited theft 
a couple of years ago. 


When an agent Is caught he gen- 


erally has to face the music alone, 
for is government obviously is al- 
most never in position to acknowl- 
edge him or even to assist him In- 
directly. It is the code of the sec- 
ret agent to take his rap with seal- 
ed lips. 


Why should nations need to spy 
on others 
In these days when 
sabres are rattling like castanets 
it Is a matter of national security 
for many countries. For the mili- 
taristic powers, it Is essential that 
they know the strength of their op- 
position. To give a blunt example, 
England 
couldn't 
afford 
not 
to 


know the 
fighting strength and 


plans of Messrs. Hitler and Musso- 
lini, and by the same token the dic- 
tators would be foolish not to have 
agents In Britalnn and France, 
among other nations.

There was logic, after all, 


in the old Austro-Hungar- 
ian empire of the Hapsburgs 
which began many centuries 
ago and was ended by the 
World War.

It was torn apart in the 


Versailles conference, 
and 


with good intentions the va- 
rious Central European na- 
tions were made, so far as 
possible, independent states.

boundaries 
could 


not be drawn cleanly. The

groups — Germans, 


Czechs, 
Hungarians, Rou- 


manians, and so on—were 
much interwoven and the 
political and economic prob- 
lems were too complicated. 


Now the new boundaries 


are cracking. Nazi Germany 
has started 
absorbing its 


lost Germans across the Aus- 
trian and Czechoslovak bor- 
ders, 
and 
the 
ferment 


spreads. It begins to look 
as if there ma.y be a general 
reshuffling again. 
In 
the 


end, 
if Hitler's policy and 


luck continue,; we might see 
nearly all of 
those 
Irttle 


states rounded up again, in 
a greater Germany, reach- 
ing from the North Sea to 
the Black Sea and from the 
Baltic to the Adriatic. 


That would be a pity for 


the nationalists and 
their 


racial satisfaction. Instead 
of the rather easy rule of 
Francis Joseph, they would 
have the iron hand of Hit- 
ler or some Prussian suc- 
cessor. And they might be- 
come parts of a 
ruthless 


military empire threatening 
the few fringes of freedom 
left in Europe^.

government, in spite of re- 
peated victories at the polls, 
are getting their courage up 
again. They are "fed up," 
as the English would say, 
with the conduct of the mi- 
nority group which swept 
them into war against Chi- 
na. 


They have probably been 


moved by the fact that the 
Chinese drive has not gone 
according to schedule.

SIXTH YEAR OF ROOSEVELT'S 


ADMINISTRATION OPENS WITH 


FEW MAJOR MATTERS PENDING 


WASHINGTON, March 4.—</P)— 


President Roosevelt's administra- 
tion began its sixth year today in 
an atmosphere of unhurried calm 
—vastly different from the tense, 
hectic days which followed the 
1933 
Inauguration. 


In contrast to the bulging port- 


folios 
of emergency 
legislation 


rushed 
through 
congress 
during 


the banking crisis, the senate and 
house now aje working leisurely 
on only four major items: 


1. Tax revision, Including modi- 


fication of business levies. 


2. A billion-dollar naval expan- 


sion program. 
' 
3 Crtatlon of wage-hour stand- 
ards. 


4. Reorganization of the 135 gov- 


ernment agencies. 


Furthermore, leaders said they 
did not expect additional propos- 
als at this session. A forthcoming 
presidential message probably will 
recommend a study of monopo- 
lies with a view to 1939 revision 
of the anti-trust laws. 
Mr. Roosevelt took note of the 


anniversary 
by attending special 


service at historic St. John's Epis- 
copal church. Most of the cabinet 
members were with him, just as 
they were on that bleak morning 
five years ago to "humbly ask the 
blessing of God" in the arduous 
days ahead. 
This time, there was no fanfare. 


No crowds braved the raw weath- 
er to throng the park 
between 
the church and the White House. 


State Deportment, 
The state department—scene of 


some of the administration's grav- 
est 
recent 
problems—recognized 
the anniversary 
In a memoran- 


dum declaring that "peace Is the 
cornerstone of the foreign policy 
of the United States." 
The occasion brought no break 


in the work of congress, however. 
Members are plodding along, in 
the hope of an early adjournment 
so that they can return home to 
campaign for 
re-election. 


So far the session has produced 
two major bills, both recommend- 
ed by the president. One set up 
a new crop control system to re- 
place the old AAA, and the other 
relaxed restrictions on federal aid 
in homo building. 


In March, 
1033, on the other 


hand, congress was enacting moiv 
etary and banking measures al- 
most at the rate or one a day. 


Out of those bustling days, too, 


grew the first of the New Deal's 
social and Industrial laws—nation- 
al Industrial recovery, agricultural 
adjustment, 
securities, 
bank de- 


posit insurance, Tennessee Valley 
Authority, and other acts. Funds 
eventually reaching Into the bil- 
lions were authorized. 


NRA and AAA Killed. 
Both NRA and AAA soon were 


hauled Into court, however, and In 
tho third year of the New Deal 
the supreme court 
killed 
them 


both. 


Although that original farm act 


has been 
replaced, 
nothing 
has 


been done to restore NRA. 
Some 


features, looking to improvement 
of conditions for low-paid workers 
have been embodied in wage-hour 
proposals. 


The overthrow by the courts of 


several New Deal laws resulted a 
year ago in Mr. Roosevelt's re- 
quest for authority to Inject "new 
blood" In the judicial system, es- 
pecially the supreme court. 


Although the bill was defeateo 


the 
administration 
has 
claimed 


victory in its objective, for two 
supreme court justices retired and 
were replaced by Roosevelt's ap- 
pointees. 


The president's 
fight 
for the 


court bill, observers agreed, weak- 
ened administration control In the 
senate. This spread to the house 
during the special session last fall 
when conseervatives, led by South- 
ern representatives, blocked action 
on a wage-hour bill. 


May Not Pass Bill. 
Some 
house 
leaders 
have ex- 
pressed .the belief that It may be 
/mpossible to pass a wage-hour 
bill this session, despite efforts 
of the labor committee to work 
out a measure to meet most ob- 
jections. 


Mr. Roosevelt said In a state- 


ment read last night at the labor 
department's 25th anniversary din- 
ner: 


"Today there is general recogni- 


tion that there should he floor 
to wages and a celling to hours.1 


His government 
reorganization 


proposal has -.precipitated a bitter 
fight in the senate, stirring much 
the same opposition that the court 
bill arou?ed. Administration lead- 
ers say they have enough votes to 
pass the bill after another week 
or so of debate. 


The tax revision bill is now be- 


fore the house, and the huse na- 
val cmmlttce apprved yesterday 
"the huge shipbuilding program.

arin, was a close associate of Lenin 
in the early stages of the revolu- 
tion. 


Bucharin stoutly defended him-

Stalin and of spying. But the hope- 
lessness of his defense—the Mos- 
cow Press indicates he and his 20 
co-defendants are doomed to death 
—was Indicated by his readiness 
to accept responsibility for espion- 
age activities of his subordinates— 
for Germany, Britain, Japan, Po- 
land—even though he knew nothing 
about them.
